Election/Restrictions 

2. Claims 17-20 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Applicant timely elected a hub assembly and traversed the restriction (election) requirement in 
the reply filed on September 6, 2007. 

3. This application contains claims 17-20 drawn to an invention nonelected with traverse in 
the reply filed on September 6, 2007. A complete reply to the final rejection must include 
cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144) See MPEP 

§ 821.01. 

Specification 

4. The disclosure is objected to because: 

a. Page 4, line 23 and page 5, line 7, the term "hub 18" should be changed to "hub 
14". 

b. The blank space at page 5, line 16 needs to be filled in. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 
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The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 7-11, 13, 14 & 16 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claims contain subject matter which was 
not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. Claim 7, lines 9 & 10 recites the limitation, "a portion of said corresponding 
rib contacting a surface defining said groove". Applicant has not pointed out where this 
limitation is supported, nor does there appear to be a written description of the limitation in the 
application as originally filed. To the contrary, Fig. 4 shows each rib 32 separated from, not in 
contact with, each groove 20. See also page 5, lines 12-14. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

7. Claims 1-4 & 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by McCabe, US 
1,861,640. Figs. 1-6 show a hub assembly for a washing machine transmission, the hub 
assembly comprising: 

a brake hub 10, 12 defining a circular opening there through, a plurality of ribs 18 
extending radially inward from an interior surface of the brake hub; and 

an isolator insert 13 comprising a plurality of legs 15, the isolator insert positioned at 
least partially within the brake hub opening, each leg of the plurality of legs configured to extend 
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through the opening and between adjacent ribs pf the plurality of ribs with the isolator insert 
inserted into the brake hub. 

Figs. 2 & 3 show the isolator insert 13 further comprises a ring, the legs 15 connected to 
the ring. 

8. Claims 1-4 & 6 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Woodin, US 
2,218,275. Figs. 1-4 show a hub assembly for a washing machine transmission, the hub 
assembly comprising: 

a brake hub 12 defining a circular opening there through, a plurality of ribs 10 extending 
radially inward from an interior surface of the brake hub; and 

an isolator insert 6 comprising a plurality of legs 8, the isolator insert positioned at least 
partially within the brake hub opening, each leg of the plurality of legs configured to extend 
through the opening and between adjacent ribs pf the plurality of ribs with the isolator insert 
inserted into the brake hub. 

Figs. 3 & 4 show the isolator insert 6 further comprises a ring, the legs 8 connected to the 

ring. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 5 & 21 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 
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Response to Arguments 

10. Applicant's arguments with respect to the rejected claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
